‘STOCKHOLM, Sweden, May 27.— 
prof. Gustav Cassel, economist and 
member of the Swedish Monetary 
Committee, said today that the 
Steagall resolution in the United 
states definitely attacks and en- 
dangers the sanctity of all con- 
tracts. 

The resolution, providing for abo- 
ition of the gold payment clause 
i all obligations, intensifies the 
esirability of a clear definition of 
American monetary policy, Prof. 
Cassel declared. 

“The proposal may simplify pay- 
ment of war debts,” he said, “but 
the possible effect on the security 
of private property in the world in 
general must not be overlooked. 

“An international agreement on 
this point must be forthcoming im- 
mediately. President Roosevelt 
now has sufficient power and a 
upporting public opinion to define 

monetary policy without difficul- 
ty, and it is important that he do 
so to facilitate international ac- 
cord.” 

Sweden’s ne\ monetary policy, a 
committee report on which is ex- 
pected over the week-end, will seek 
some increase in prices, it is gener- 
ally believed, and will anticipate a 
tise in the world price level before 
iong.

Press Figures Britain Would Save 
Millions on Its Debt to U. S. 

LONDON, May 27.—Newspapers 
ublished predictions yesterday 
that Great Britain would save 
‘round 3,000,000 pounds, about in its 
June installment of the war debt 
if the American Congress passes 
‘ne resolution abrogating the gold 
Clause in contracts. 

The News Chronicle figures a 
saving of 3,500,000 pounds (about 
14,000,000), and the Daily Mail,

rs and paper dollars.

Bia ckWithdraws Six-Hour Day 
Amendment at the Request 
of Roosevelt.

WASHINGTON, May 727.— The 
Senate today passed the Adminis 
tration’s railroad economy Dill. 

Senator Black (Dem.), Alabama, 
withdrew his six-hour day amend- 
ment to the railroad bill after 
Chairman Dill (Dem.), Washing- 
ton, of the Interstate Commerce 
Committee told the Senate Presi- 
dent Roosevelt did not want it 
added. 

As the proposed amendment was 
reached by the Senate, Dill rose 
quietly and said: “I am authorized 
by the President to say that he con- 
siders this six-hour day amendment 
unworkable in this emergency and 
that it would ruin the bill,” Dill 
said. This opinion had been eéx- 
plained to the railway labor organ- 
izations, and its representatives ex- 
pressed themselves as wishing to 
“co-operate with the President and 
willing to have it withdrawn.” 

Black withdrew it, explaining 
that the railway labor groups ap- 
proved the action although he was 
confident, he said, the amendment 
would have passed the Senate if 
put to a vote. 

The Senate adopted an amend- 
ment by Senator Trammell (Dem.), 
Florida, requiring that rate in- 
creases allowed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission become ef- 
fective in 60 days instead of 30 as 
now.

“Due, however, to the language 
used, doubt has arisen whether ob- 
ligations expressed to be payable in 
a particular kind of money, such as 
gold coin, may be satisfied by pay- 
ment in other forms of legal tender. 
“While the Supreme Court of 
New York is reported to have held 
in a recent case that an obligation 
calling for payment in gold coin 
could be satisfied by payment of 
other lawful forms of money, con- 
fusion may be created if the exist- 
ing legislation is differently con- 
strued in other jurisdictions. 

“One of the purposes of the reso- 
lution is to remove any doubt and 
to avoid confusion, so that debtors 
and créditors may have a clear 
definition of their legal positions. 

“Another purpose of the resolu- 
tion is to make clear that future 
obligations, public and private, shall 
not contain the gold elause. The 
Thomas amendment did not con- 
tain specific provision to this effect. 
Such a provision is contained in the 
resolution. 

“The resolution makes it clear 
that all obligations, past and future, 
will be upon the same footing.”

MANUFACTURERS 
FEAR RETARDING 
OF RECOVERY 


WASHINGTON, May 27.— The 
administration’s Industrial Works 
bill was described last night by the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers as “unworkable in its pres- 
ent form” and likely to “retard 
rather than promote business re- 
covery.” 

Announcing the “unanimous” 
opinion of the Association’s steer- 
ing committtee, Robert L. Lund of 
St. Louis, the president, said that 
“while industry has not proposed 
such legislation, it is in entire sym- 
pathy with the objectives and will 
willingly co-operate in any practi- 
cal program.” 

In a statement the committee 
listed as the “dangerous features” 
of the bill the provisions for licens- 
ing industry if necessary to pro- 
duce stabilization, the failure to 
provide control of foreign competi- 
tion, the employment clauses and 
the tax levies proposed. 

The licensing provisions were 
called “so drastic as to excite uni- 
versal apprehension.” 

“They grant the power of com- 
mercial exile and compléte con- 
fiscation of property,” the state- 
ment said. “There appears little 
need for such drastic authority in 
view of the remedies and sanctions 
elsewhere contained in the act, in- 
cluding all the process of equity, : 
fines, authority to organize any 
group or industry that does not 
itself organize and the power to re- 
peal or modify any code or agree- 
ment.” 

Fear was expressed by the com: 
mittee that the attempt through the 
legislation to raise wage levels and 
increase production costs would be 
followed by imports from low labor 
cost countries. 

The Association called the tax

Far more dangerous than all that has happene 
to us in the past in the way of elimination of 
competition in industry is the control of credit 
through the domination of these groups over our 
banks and industties. 

The Roosevelt administration has pledged itself toa 
more equitable distribution of the national wealth. 
There cannot be a more equitable distribution of the 
national wealth while the power over all finance and 
industry rests in the hands of a’few people. Mr. 
Roosevelt said in his address at Columbus, 0O., last 
summer: 

We find two-thirds of American industry con- 
centrated in a few hundred corporations and 
actually managed by not more than 5000 men. 

We find more than half of the savings of the 
country invested in corporation stocks and bonds, 
and made the sport of American stock markets. 

We find fewer than three dozen private bank- 
ing houses, and stock selling adjuncts in the com- 
mercial banks, directing the flow of capital. 

In other words, we find concentrated economic 
power in few hands, the precise opposite of in- 
dividualism. | 
To free the American people from this financial 

oligarchy is the true test of the New Deal. Beside 
that great objective, all other issues are insignificant. 
It was this issue that divided the founders of the 
Republic. The Hamiltonians believed in a ruling class; 
tiie Jeffersonians believed im rule by the people. Since 
money is all-powerful under any form of government, 
it is not too much to say that the whole future of 
the American nation rests in a sense upon the out- 
come of the great battle at Washington.

violating the ban. Tax-supported institutions would 
lose their appropriations and private institutions 
would be taxed. As a result of the vote, educators, 
liberal weeklies and newspapers have assailed 
the Illinois Senate, charging its members with seek- 
ing to apply a highly reactionary gag on academic 
freedom.

changed the world’s attitude toward pub- 

lic works. The great development of 
the nineteenth century has completed those 
deemed necessary according to earlier def- 
initions of the community’s needs. It be- 
came possible to turn to things desirable 
rather than immediately necessary or even 
important as the world formerly viewed 
things. 

The new humanitarian and sociological 
movements developed the idea that society 
owed its menibers more than bread, clothes 
and some sort of shelter. The world was 
rich enough to provide everyone with com- 
fort and desirable things. Until 1800, the 
world had been satisfied to keep alive. In 
the nineteenth century, the problem of exist- 
ence was solved. The twentieth century ac- 
cordingly turned to the problem of hap- 
piness, convenience, beauty. 

This new purpose for public works and 
public money put pressure on the new eco- 
nomic fabric to provide an adequate liveli- 
hood, good sanitation, good heusing, better 
schools and the like. Roads for pleasure 
driving became as common as roads for 
trade arteries. The community should do 
the desirable thing, the wonderful thing, the 
beautiful thing. It was expensive, but worth 
it. 

Then came two shattéring events: the 
Russian revolution and the depression, The 
Socialist and Communist movements had 


\ EVERAL factors in recent years have

DESIRED BY JAPAN 


Tokio Envoy Notifies Arms 
Meeting of Plan to Seek 
Treaty Revision, 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, May 27.—Japan can- 
not sign the projected general dis- 
armameft treaty if it refers to the 
Washington and London naval con- 
ventions that bind Japan to the 
short end of a 5-5-3 ratio, Tokio’s 
spokesman, Ambassador Naotake 
Sato, informed the disarmament 
conference yesterday. 

Reference to these former agree- 
ments, Sato said, would amount to 
perpetuating the present propor- 
tion in the new treaty, which is 
contrary to Japan’s desires. 

The Japanese delegate made it 
clear that his country proposes at 
the expiration of the London treaty 
in 1936 to seek a revision that will 
give the Japanese navy greater 
relative strength in the ce of 
American and British sea Bower. 

The exposition of this attitude, 
which had been suggested by Jap- 
anese spokesmen on former occas- 
ions, was particularly disturbing in 
view of a recent revival of hopes 
for agreement among the great 
Powers. 

The Japanese declaration evoked 
a comment from Dr. Wellington 
Koo, delegate of China, who told 
the conference that, China is the 
“victim of aggressions,” obviously 
referring to Japan. 

China, which has practically no 
navy, Dr. Koo said, reserved the 
right to create one because China 
is the object of continued armed 
invasion in violation of internation- 
al agreements. 

Japan’s views were presented to 
the conference in the form of an 
amendment calling for deletion 
from the British draft plan of the 
clause that would embody the 
Was and London naval 
treaties in the proposed new con- 
vention. 

The existing naval treaties, the 
Japanese amendment said, “are un- 
stable in character and will soon 
expire” and they therefore should 
not be referred to in the new 
treaty. 

The British plan, now under con- 
sideration by the conference, pro- 
vides that limitations of the Lon- 
don and Washington accords be in- 
cluded in the convention now being 
worked out. | 

Sato asserted that the Japanese 
amendment did not disturb the 
present validity or the Washington 
and London pacts.

“The position to which Mr. Hel- 
vering has been nominated is one 
of the most important positions in 
the Government. It ought to be as 
free from political influence as our 
particular form of Government 
and practice will permit. 

“The collection: of campaign 
funds from political employes is 
generally condemned by many good 
people of the country. The collec- 
tion of campaign funds from road 
contractors immediately arouses 
suspicion. | 

“A man who is enough of a prac- 
tical politician to adopt either of 
these methods ought not to be. 
placed in a position where political 
or other kind of pressure might 
compel him to do worse things.” 

A study of Helvering’s testimony 
before the committee in relation to 
his work in Washington as an ‘in- 
come tax attorney, Hastings said, 
“gives the distinct impression that 
his success was not due to his skill 
as a lawyer in tax matters, but 
due to some influence which he had 
with the department.” This Hast-

Attorneys for the executors of the 
estate of Col. J. B. Lankershim 
charged yesterday that Mrs. Irene 
Herbert, 43-year-old nurse of Long 
Beach, had altered and raised the 
Colonel’s promissory note on which 
she is suing the estate for $500,000. 
The charge is made in the answer

Mrs. Herbert says the note was 
given her by Lankershim, who died 
in New York in 1931 at the age of 
81 leaving an estate of $9,000,000, 
for her care of him during his last 
years. 

Dated Oct. 10, 1927, the note as 
presented by Mrs. Herbert reads:

Edres Herbert five hundred thou- 
sand dollars ($500,000) one month 
after my death, from my estate or 
my trust fund for her loving kind- 
ness and protection to me since

The 
bank announced May 11 it would 
offer $800,000 of the stock and it 
was said yesterday about one-third 
of that amount had been aub- 
scribed. In its last statement the 
bank listed total capital and sr-

000 and total resources of $8,290,000.

Waiting on Federal Inquiry. 

McKittrick today said he had 
reached no decision as to what he 
would do in the cement price in- 
vestigation, which was recommend- 
ed by a State Senate committee. 
He indicated he was waiting on 
the results of a proposed Federal 
inquiry. McKittrick said: he had 
not been informed by the Highway 
Commission of any advance in the 
market price, or of any facts bear- 
ing on the undelivered contracts. 

The contract situation will be 
taken up ‘with the Highway Com- 
mission by department officials in 
a meeting June 1: 

A State Senate committee which 
last winter investigated the man- 
agement of the Highway Depart- 
ment, and its material purchases, 
charged in its formal report that 
the identical bidding on the state 
cement requirements by 14 compa- 
nies, was designed to control prices 
and was “a flagrant violation of the 
anti-trust laws of this State.” 

The committee recommended that 
the Attorney-General make a vigor- 
ous investigation, “and institute 
suits against any companies found 
to be violating the anti-trust laws. 

Identical Bids Submitted. 

Fourteen companies submitted 
bids last November on the Highway 
Department’s estimated require- 
ments of 1,600,000 barrels of cement 
for 1933 construction. The bids of 
the companies for delivery at desti- 
nation points designated by the de- 
partment in each of the 114 coun- 
ties were identical as to each point, 
with only a few minor exceptions. 
The base price was $1.15 a barrel at 
the mill, by a group of companies in 
Eastern Missouri, and $1.25 a bar- 
rel at the mill, by a group of com- 
panies in Western Missouri, Iowa, 
Kansas and Oklahoma. The aver- 
age delivered price, including 
freight, is between $1.55 and $1.65 
a barrel, according to department 
officials. 

The commission last December 
approved awards to nine of the 
companies, and allotted portions of 
the contract to these companies on 
a territorial basis. The contracts 
were executed, land were signed by 
company representatives, but still 
are being held by the legal division 
of the Highway Department. 

Representatives of the companies, 
in a conference with McKittrick 
last January, denied there were any 
price-fixing agreements, and. de- 
clared the cement prices were de- 
termined by competition. 

Pending further investigation the 
Attorney-General’s department has 
taken no action on purchases of 
automobile tires by the Highway 
Department. The Senate committee 
recommended investigation of such 
purchases, and’ anti-trust suits if 
sufficient grounds were found, after 
hearings, which showed dealers 
were submitting identical bids to 
the Highway Department on auto- 
mobile tires. —

“Apparently the gain in jobs is 
tapering off as the summer season 
approaches,’ Green said.

Normally about 600,000 persons 
should go back to work from Jan- 
uary to April, but this year the 
total decline in unemployment has 
been less than 100,000. Since this 
is less than the number taken to 
work on farms, unemployment in 
industry has actually increased 
since January.’

DETROIT, Mich.; May 27. 
HERE ARE signs of cheerful- 
ness, although 12,000,000 unem- 
ployed may find the statement 
hard to believe. 

There was cheerfulness in the 
Grand Central Station leaving 
New York Thursday. 

A railroad man walked the ful! 
length of the platform to tell you 
that the Twentieth Century, the 
Ohio State Limited, the Wolver- 
ine, the Lake Shore Limited, the 
Niagara, and thé Mount Royal Lim- 
ited, are all running in two sections. 

Within six hours, 12 long doubie- 
section. trains pulling out of one 
station. That’s cheerful, and new. 


“The one fare plus a quarter 
round trip” explains part of it. The 
Pennsylvania and other roads re- 
port similar improved traffic con- 
ditions. When railroads bring 
themselves up to date and carry 
30 passengers 125 miles an hour in 
cars weighing 15,000 pounds, in- 
stead of carrying 20 passengers 40 
miles an hour in cars weighing 
180,000 pounds, the public will 
travel and railroads will make more 
money than they ever made, at less 
than half the present fare. 


The Federal Reserve Bank re- 
port that Detroit stores lead in 
sales gain for April means little, 
due to the fact that Detroit in its 
bank moratorium was hit harder 
and for a longer time than any 
other city.

Kettering, have gone to open the 
General Motors building on the lake 
front!
